Concomitant  with  the  increase  of  Europeans  as  the  result  of

corresponding  increase  in  the  native  population.  This  influx  of 
natives,  unable  to  gain  access  to  the  already  hopelessly  overcrowded 
location,  has  'verflowed  into  "Tent  Town".  Here  they  have  erbetod 
shacks  of  every  conceivable  type,  from  mud  huts  to  hessian  covered 
shanties.  Essential  services,  including  water,  has  been  supplied 
by  the  local  authority.  The  local  authority  alive  to  the  potential 
threat  of  epidemic  disease  arising  from  such  a  mass  of  humanity  living 
under  such  sordid  conditions,  has  embarked  on  an  ambitious  scheme 
to  rehouse  these  inhabitants  in  semi-permanent  structures  on  adjacent 
land.  Gome  700  houses  will  be  erected  in  this  "Squatters  Camp",  and 
it  is  hoped  to  commence  building  operations  shortly. 

This  "Squatters  Camp"  cannot,  at  present,  be  connected  te  the 
so war a go  system,  but  in  order  to  dispense  with  the  iniquitous  pail 
system  of  nigh  soil  removal,  the  innovation  of  erecting  communal 
latrines,  discharging  into  conserving  tanks,  will  be  undertaken.
